Corner. 


The new ornamental light poles arc

lowed In all subsequent lighthouses 
until the beginning of the Seventeenth 
century.

The fa- 
mous Eddystone lighthouse In 1759 
wns lit by ten iionnds of tnllow can- 
dles, a clock being provided to ring a 
bell every half hour to remind the 
keeper to snuff them. In 176.1 oil lamps 
with reflectors were useil for the light- 
ing of the Mersey channel, and after 
the invention of the Argnnd burner 20 
years later nil became the slumlord 
llliinilhHiiI.

Tools for Garden 


Spade, Rake and Hoe Will 


Be Sufficient for Your 


Small Space, 
,,-; 


Nearly every hardware store and 


practically al! of the se<;d houses keep 
a supply of garden tools for sale. , .The 
amateur gardener Is often teniptcd to 
purchase a larger number of tools tlmn 
Is Justified by the results obtained In 
a small garden. Tim three most eg- 
esmtlalyiooln 
recommended by 
the 


United'States Department of Agricul- 
ture nre a spude or spading fork, a 
hoe, 
and n rake. The question us to 


whether u • epude or 
spading 
fork 


should be purchased will depend upon 
the character of the soil. If the soil 
Is heavy and of a clay nature a spade, 
will be beat for turning It up, but If 
It is gravelly, sandy or loamy, the spud- 
Ing fork will put It in better condi- 
tion than will the spade. When It 
comes to the selection of a hoe, Just 
a plain, thln-bluded hoe about Q or 7 
inches In wldlli Is best. A pointed or 
marking hoe may be rullier desirable, 
but the marks In which to plant seeds 
can practically nil he wade with the 
corner~bf the'regular hoe. A rake Is 
needed for pulverizing the soil, and 
hero again the plainest nnd simplest 
type of steel rnke Is best. 


In selecting nny of these fools the. 


quality of the material in the blade or 
metal 
part 
nnd a good, straight- 


grained, smooth handle are the es- 
sentials. To these tools the gardener 
can easily add a few simple Implements 
of his own manufacture. These niay 
consist of n couple of wooden stakes 
and.a line of any strong cord, a paddla 
mnde from a shingle or thin piece' of 
board and a little scratcher made by 
driving three wire brads through the 
end of a piece .of lath. The line 
should ba used for al! planting in or- 
der to have the rows straight, the pad- 
dle Is suitable for setting the plants, 
snd the scruteher is useful for work- 
Ing between small plants. 


When the tools such as spade or 


spading fork, hoe r.nd rake are pur- 
chased from the store, the metal parts 
will be bright nnd new, und, as a rule, 
the handles have no- paint or other 
dressing upon them. It Is a good plan 
to give the handles a thorough coating 
With sliellac, as this will help keep' the 
moisture from penetrating them, The 
blades should be kept bright and clean 


The Most EsMntial Tools. 


and oiled with any good grease, to 
which Is added about one part lime 
to three parts oil In order to counter- 
act any free acids that aiay be pres- 
ent In the oil. Just oil alone does not 
make a good coating for bright sur- 
faces, as the free add contained In the 
oil may cause the Implements to rust 
even while thoroughly coated with the 
grease nnd lime will correct this acid 
condition of the oil. Keeping the tools 
housed in a dry place is most Impor- 
tant In connection with tneir preserva- 
tion. Never, under any circumstances, 
should a spade or spading fork be left 
standing In the soil, as the chemical 
elements of the soil will immediately 
attack the si col and & good ipade may 
be completely mined by standing In 
tbe loll overnight. 


HARDY PERENNIALS 


In planting hardy perennials on th« 


home ground* they should be planted 
In Irregular clumps at appropriate 
openings in tbe shrubbery groups but 
not In bands or ribbons villier along 
the shrubbery, the foundation of the 
house, or HIR borders of the lawn.

I'luut foods, or the elements that make 


plnuta grow, are Just as eisemltil lix 
(lie home garden as needs. Nature hai; 
been very kind In tlmt she has sup- 
plied the most of these elements in 
abundance In our soils, Out there are 
a few of them wliliji luive not been 
supplied In sulliclem quantities to pro- 
duce good crops. These are mainly 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash and 
lime. 
It Is nltruecn that gives the 


plunti 
their 
vigorous trowth 
and 


healthy green color. 
Phosphorus aids 


the growth and especially helpi In the 
formation of the seeds. Without pot- 
ash all garden crops would be a fail- 
ure, but some crops, such as potatoes, 
beets, carrots, rmllshos, etc., require 
more potash tlmn others. 


Garden soils may be acid or alkaline, 


that is, they may be sour or they may 
be .sweet, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture explains. A few 
of our garden crops may be grown on 
n sour soil, but these are very few In- 
deed and most of them must be planted 
on a sweet alkaline soil. 
Llrne will 


sweeten an acid or sour soil, the 
amount of lime required depending 
upon the sourness or acidity of the

gardeners

ibout one ton of this fertilizer to the 
»cre each year. 
This would mean 


ibont 200 pounds on a tenth-acre plot 
)f ground or 100 pounds on the average 
backyard garden which Is, as a rule, 
ibout SO to 40 feet wide and 00 or 70 
feet In length. The fertilizer la best 
applied Just after the ground has been 
spaded and well raked or forked Into 
the top four Inches of soil. If lime Is 
used It should be put on either several 
days after the fertiliser or a week 
or so before the fertilizer Is applied 
and never at the aame time as the 
fertilizer. Weeds chopped fine, strawy 
manure, or. In fact, any manure that 
BOM not contain oil from the streets, 
•will help enrich the garden and give 
the soil new life, but with the present 
(icarclty of manure, home gardeners are 
practically compelled to depend npon 
commercial fertilizers for adding plant 
food to their garden soils.

plan Is for several gardeners In a 
neighborhood to pool thpir order for 
fertilizer, buy It In considerable quan- 
tities', and then divide Recording to the 
n<>eds of i>:ioh.

Nearly every home has its own 
flour mill made of black lava nnd 
fashioned-almost like tbose unearthed 
at Pompeii and Herculaneum. The 
woman performs the whole procen of 
. cleaning nnd grinding the wheat, sift- 
Ing the flour, and baking the bread. 
She uses very little yeast and her 
baking must ba done to n turn be- 
cause the. supply must last for a 
week. The large thin circular pieces 
are cnlled 'carln dl muslca,' meaning 
paper to write music on. 


"The well-known flat-bread ot the 


Norwegian peasant Is made by mixing 
coarse barley meal and water, rolling 
the dough thin and baking it over H 
round flat baking-stone under which a 
flre of f.igois Is kept burning. Enough 
of this bread Is made at one baking 
to last n whole winter. 
Holes nre 


punched In the cukes so that they can 
he strung on a pole and placed across 
the celling. It often happens in some 
of the peasant homes of northern 
Norway that a man can rench up and 
tear off a piece of this hrend as he 
wants it. 


Tortillas for .Mexicans. 


"In Syria the hearth Is often two

between

placed and the bread la cooked on an 
Iron plate placed on top. 


"Some of the Indian tribes of the 


Pacific slopes of the United States 
make a kind of flour from acorns 
which they soak in boiling water, 
mould Into a fiat cake and cook In 
the sun.

1923 Was Greatest Year 


for Consumption of Meat 


Washington.—Production nnd con- 


sumption of meat was the greatest In 
American history last year. An esti- 
mate made recently by the Department 
of Agriculture placed the consumption 
at 
18,481,000,000 pounds. 
.Detailed 


estimates of production, however, wen 
not made public. 


The per capita consumption was 187 


pounds, or 17.1! pounds more than In 
1022, when 170.0 pounds per capita 
were, consumed. 
Total consumption 


was 2,000,000.000 pounds over the aver- 
age for the last five years, nnd the 
per capita consumption was 18 pounds 
over the average. Ninety per cent of 
the Increase wns represented by pork 
products. 
The per capita consump- 


tion was: 
Reef, 02.5 pounds; veal, 


7.9; rantton and lamb, 5.2, and pork, 
excluding lard, 01.4 pounds. L'ard con- 
sumption was 10.4 pounds per capita. 


Operation Reduces Pain 


for Victims of Cancer 


Philadelphia.—Dr. William G. Splller 


and Dr. Charles H. Frazter of the Uni- 
verjlty of Pennsylvania hospital re- 
cently announced the perfection of an 
operation to relieve pain in persons 
suffering from Incurable forms of can- 
cer. 


The operation known as "cbordot- 


omy," Is a severing of the sensory 
nerves in the spinel column. 
It la 


performed only'when the pain Is too 
Intense to be alleviated by drugs. 


Doctor Splller said 'the operation 


would not be entirely successful In 
every case "since some pain fibers oc- 
casionally will escape the knife." 
It 


had been performed sufficiently often, 
he added, to Justify a belief In Itt 
efficacy. 


To Put Swiss .Flag on Seas 
Geneva.—Measures with a view to 


permitting the Swiss flag to be flown 
on the high seas are under discussion 
by the federal authorities to .enabl» 
Switzerland to maintain a merchant 
marine. Switzerland Js without marl- 
time legislation, although during th» 
war merchant ships supplying hgr 
with food flew the Swiss flag.

Tiie grades arc based on the feeding 


value of hay and correlate closely with 


, the lime of cutting. As n general rule 


timothy and clover should lie cut. not 
later than full lilonin to meet the re- 
quirements of U. S. No. 1 grades. The 
method of stating color In timothy and 
other grasses lias been changed so as 
to he more enslly understood, by any 
one familiar with hay. 


Definitions Changed. 


Dclinlllons of 
clover and other 


grasses have been changed slightly 
and "the quantity of clover and other ' 
(jrnsses permitted In Ihe timothy class 
has.been Increased to 10 per cent of 
each. Three: clasps have.bsen pro- 
vided for.timothy and clover mixtures 
—liuht, medium, and heavy—and tin 
clover class has been made to Includa 
all mixtures containing over 80 per 
cent of clover (Including foreign ma- 
terials) and not over 10 per cent of 
other grasses.' 


There are two classes—light nnd 


heavy—for mixtures of timothy and 
other grasses In addition to the mlr«d 
grass class, which Includes all mixtures 
containing over 00 par cent of other 
grasses nnd not over 10 per cent of 
clover.

How Free Mail Originated 
The privilege of sending and receiv- 


ing mail free of postage was first en- 
Joyed by the president of the' United 
States, vice president, beads of depart- 
ments, senators and representatives, 
and other ollicials of the government 
during their official terms. For a time 
all former presidents and widows of 
former presidents also had this right, 
but by an act of 1373 the privilege was 
abolished. By later acts It was con- 
ferred im all otfifers of the govern- 
ment In the case of official correspond- 
ence. 
In ISflS members of congress 


wera allowed this privilege In their 
official correspondence, and by special 
acts the privilege has again been ei- 
tended to widows of presidents.
